Peace For Europe 
Before Next Winter

W ASHINGTON, May 22.— (IN S ' — 
The United States today was com­ 
mitted to an all-out battle to bring 
peace to Europe before the coming 
winter. 
Sources close to Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes placed this in ter­ 
pretation on his radio report to the 
nation on the ill-fated Paris meet- 
| ing of the “ big four” foreign m in­ 
isters.

TOTAL FUND NOW

WASHINGTON. May 22.—* INS* - 
Tdp House appropriation- commit­ 
tee on Tuesday increase Navy De­ 
partm ent appropriations to provide 
for 291 major combat ships in the 
post-war active fleet and to main- 
lain a naval air force of about 8 400 
planes 
The committee approved a toiai 
navy appropriation of four billion. 
639 million 659 thousand dollar- for 
1947. 
This is an increase oi 375 million 
dollars over that recommended by 
the Budget Bureau 
The increase will provide tor the 
combat ships and planes. The navy 
originally asked for five billion dol­ 
lars 
Stepped I p Reserve 
Much of the increase in funds 
over Budget Bureau estimates will 
provide for a stepped up program of 
training for the naval reserve, and 
to establish greater research opera­ 
tions. 
The appropriations committee pro­ 
vided 134 million dollars for an aug­ 
mented program of reserve training 
lor both navy and marine corps 
With this. fund, it was the commit­ 
tee's intention to supply manpower 
required to increase thr active fleet 
from a 70 oer cent peacetime oper­ 
ating complement to a 100 per cent 
wartime basis, and to furnish the 
required number of pilots and othei 
avaition personnel for the air pha& 
of naval operation. 
Train 58.999 Additional 
The fund will permit the train­ 
ing of 55.000 additional men and 
3.000 additional officers in the or­ 
ganised reserve. 
The navy originally planned foi 
an active post-war fleet of 319 maior 
combat vessels, with 73 in the re­ 
serve fleet and 687 in the in*ictr> 
fleet. 
In addition it contemplated 
maintaining 4.000 fleet planes. 4 .OOP 
operatir.g planes, and 4 000 spare 
planes. 
Nearly all of the vessels 


were to be drawn from the newer 
ships of the hug»* wartime Heel. 
Under the Budget Bureau plan, 
which was adopted by the committee 
and augmented by the increased 
training and research program, the 
navy will operate 291 mftjot com­ 
batant ships In the active fleet.
